W. J. Kennedy, profeasor of animal 
husbandry and viee-director of the ox- 
periment station, Iowa Agricultura! 
College. was a member of the deleza- 
uon of American Azgrivultugal ediiors 
ta Western Camada several weeks age. 
In a report of his irip, he says of the 
Edmonton district, “Tae Edmonton dis- 
trict impressed me as being especially 
well adapied to mixed farming. The 
best fields of oats which I have seen 
for many years are located in this dis- 
<rict I was highiy pleased with tha 
quaiity of the stock which came under 
my otservation. The horses are much 
above the average to bce found in the 
oider aettled districts. The cattle were 
good, but not numerous enough. Sheep, 
hogs end goats should prevail. in znuch 
larger numbers.’ {n a more general 
spirit he goes on to say. “The courtesy 
of your people on every hand astounds 
the American visitor. Never before did 
we receive such kind and generous 
treatment. Your ivovernment, your 
raliroads, your offic'als and your peopla 
are precious gems and have done much 
towards the development of your great 
country. Yeu have a wonderful future. 
Youc development is going to be mar- 
vellous during the next decade. A word 
of caution tO your farmers and I am 
through. Good people. you have a won- 
derful country, your soil is very pro- 
duccive, but sooner or later you must 
adopt mixed farming.
